This Saturday, Niagara-on- 
the-Lake will welcome thousands 
of families to one of the largest 
and most unique Christmas 
Parades in Canada. 

Following a miraculous recov¬ 
ery from a recent incident at 
Queenston Heights, General Sir 
Isaac Brock will be the Honorary 
Grand Marshal in recognition of 
his unique contributions to local 
and national history.

Retuming favourites include

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Airport hierarchy set to change with municipalities taking charge 


Town calls spe¬ 
cial council 
meeting to dis¬ 
cuss proposals 
for change 

Niagara District Airport 
commission chair Ruedi 
Suter takes exception to 
criticism about the way a 
crucial issue was handled, 
and the "power struggle" 
that has ensued. 

Especially when, he 
says, the airport is in better 
shape than it has ever 

At a special council 
meeting Monday, after 
lengthy discussion, the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake town 
council agreed with the 
city of St. Catharines and 
approved a new structure 
of management for the air- 


The set-up preferred by 
the two municipalities 
takes power from the com¬ 
mission and makes it clear 
the municipalities are in 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
said the decision is based 
on accountability to tax¬ 
payers. 

"Since I was elected I've 
always kept with my prom¬ 
ise of being accountable," 
he said. 

Last week, Niagara Falls 
council voted on the issue 
and took the opposite 
stand, deciding that the 
commission should be in 
charge with the mayors 
and CAOs continuing in an 
advisory capacity, Suter 
said. 

At issue, says Suter, is 
whether the role of the 
mayors and chief adminis¬ 
trative officers of the three 
municipalities who sit on 
an airport liaison commit¬ 


tee is to give advice to the 
commission, or to give 
direction. 

"The word change is 
about accountability. We 
cannot accept the word 
'advise'," said Eke. 

The two municipalities 
in favour of changing the 
management structure 
have decided their role is 
to provide direction, effec¬ 
tively taking control from 
the commission. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
councillors had deferred 
the issue when it came up 
for discussion last month, 
wanting more time to 
digest the information 
about the proposed 
restructuring. 

Councillor Terry Flynn, 
who sits on the airport 
commission, said this was 
the first time he had to go 
against the Lord Mayor 
and put forth a motion to 
have the term 'give direc¬ 


tion', changed to 'give 
advice.' 

Though Flynn was 
backed by Councillor Jamie 
King, the motion was even¬ 
tually defeated. 

The power struggle, says 
Suter, has come about 
because of an issue with an 
airport tenant that was in 
arrears on rent to the tune 
of $17,000 by June 2011. 
The tenant was trying to 
sell its hangar, and attempts 
to settle die lease arrears 
were unsuccessful. The 
tenant was also behind on 
taxes to the town, in pay¬ 
ments to the company from 
which it had purchased the 
hangar, and in money 
owned to a fourth party, 
resulting in complicated 
legal proceedings. The out¬ 
come of "this intense and 
fast-paced process" was 
that the Commission 
ended up taking ownership 
of the hangar for payments 


to the former owner—the 
one that was also still owed 
money. The price paid will 
be recouped in revenue, 
said Suter, who character¬ 
ized the issue as an acqui¬ 
sition, not a purchase. 

He sees this as an exam¬ 
ple of good stewardship 
and professionalism on the 
part of the commission, 
while Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke, town chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Mike 
Galloway and the mayor 
and CAO of St. Catharines 
look at it as a purchase that 
should have had the 
approval of the municipal 

Suter also questions 
why the restructuring has 
been proposed now, when 
he believes the airport is in 
better financial shape than 
it has ever been, and when 
the commission is being 
praised for the steps that 
have been taken to attract 


more business. 

He points as well to 
negotiations with Porter 
Airlines for a seasonal ser¬ 
vice into Niagara and dis¬ 
cussions with other airlines 
who are interested in using 
the airport to bring in tour¬ 
ists as further proof of the 
commission's success. 

Eke said the restructur¬ 
ing, which also removes 
the commission chair from 
the liaison committee, is 
necessary so they can 
answer to the taxpayers. 
Galloway gave some exam¬ 
ples of why the changes 
were needed as the airport 
was not following the 
advice of council. He also 
said a few years ago they 
had about $300,000 in air¬ 
port reserves and now 
they're down to $80,000.

Suter responded by 
asking council what 
good money is sitting 
in the bank, when 
there were improve¬ 
ments and upgrades to 
be made. 

Galloway also noted 
that there is still 
$24,000 in arrears 
owed to NOTL. 

There were some 
conflicting reports as 
to whether or not the 
airport was on budget. 
Representatives of the 
airport said they were 
on budget, while 
Galloway said they 
would not be making 
budget this year. 

Eke indicated con¬ 
cern that Suter was 
speaking on behalf of 
his commission with¬ 
out having a vote. 

Kenn Moody, now 
retired, was the airport 
manager during the 
restructuring and 
expansion at the facil¬ 
ity, and is well aware 
of Suter as a go-getter 
who is accustomed to 
making decisions 
quickly. 

He questions wheth¬ 
er the municipal lead¬ 


ers who are consider¬ 
ing the change in man¬ 
agement hierarchy 
understand the impli¬ 
cations, referring to 
the outcome of their 
decision as "the law of 
unintended conse¬ 
quences. 11 

Moody is the per¬ 
son who was responsi¬ 
ble for developing the 
safety management 
system at the airport 
required by Transport 
Canada, but it's Suter, 
who as chair of the 
commission, is the per¬ 
son Transport Canada 
describes as the 
'accountable execu- 

If something were 
to go wrong and the 
safety system wasn't in 
compliance with 
Transport Canada reg¬ 
ulations, Suter would 
be the person on the 
hook—the person who 
could go to jail, said 
Moody. 

But with the munic¬ 
ipalities take over 
decision-making, and 
NOTL as the owner of 
the airport and its 
infrastructure, he could 
see Galloway becom¬ 
ing that accountable 


executive who would 
be considered respon¬ 
sible by Transport 
Canada should some¬ 
thing go wrong because 
of a faulty safety sys- 

"It's just my opin¬ 
ion," said Moody. 

"But I'm afraid the 
municipalities are hav¬ 
ing this discussion 
without being aware 
of all the implications 
should the commission 
become ineffective

Moody says under 
the previous set-up, 
with the commission 
in charge, a communi¬ 
cations gap could have 
been a problem if any 
of the muncipal coun¬ 
cils felt they were not 
informed or needed to 
communicate a mes¬ 
sage to the commission 
at the 11th hour. 

There were no 11th- 
hour situations during 
his tenure as airport 
manager, he says, nor 
do the proposed chang¬ 
es benefit the airport in

> Collision means 
another look at 
intersection 


Although identified as 
one of the more dangerous 
intersections in town, 
Concession 1 and Line 3 
hadn't had a serious or fatal 
collision since March, 
2009—until the driver of a 
Honda Civic headed west on 
Line 3 was struck by a 
Freightliner flatbed truck 
travelling north on 
Concession 1 Tuesday, Nov. 
27. 

The two occupants of the 
Civic were a male and female 
in their mid-20s, according

The male was airlifted to 
Hamilton hospital with seri¬ 
ous injuries, the female, with 
minor head injuries, was 
taken to Greater Niagara 
General Hospital, said 
Niagara Regional Police 
Const. Jim St. Pierre. The 
driver has been charged with 
failing to yield at the inter- 

The truck driver and a 
passenger in the truck were 
not injured, he said. 

The number of collisions, 
at that intersection and on 
the town’s rural roads in 
general, has been trending 
downward, says Marci 
Weston of the public works 
department. 

Weston, the town’s traffic 
engineer technologist, takes 
road safety in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake very seriously. 

When she hears about a 


collision such as the one that 
occurred last week, she says 
her first thought is whether 
her road was to blame for 
hurting someone, or worse 
yet, killing someone. 

Shortly after the collision, 
she was at that intersection 
to see if there were any obvi¬ 
ous answers—something 
that both the town’s public 
works staff, and the traffic 
consultant hired to look at 
the town’s rural roads, could 
have missed. 

Last month, consultant 
Greg Junnor presented the 
findings of a study he under¬ 
took to provide an overview 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
rural roads. 

He’s the best in the prov¬ 
ince at what he does, says 
Weston. 

And he had high praise 
for the town’s public works 
department staff, saying

most of what he might have 
recommended to make rural 
intersections safer has 
already been implemented. 

Based on traffic volumes, 
there are fewer collisions 
than would be expected, 
with the number 
“trending down¬ 
ward” in the last 
five years, said 
Junnor, who has 
25 years of experi¬ 


ence in transportation and 
has done similar studies in 
other communities. 

He credited public works 
staff for identifying problems 
and being proactive with 
solutions. 

The Town has had a road 
safety task force since 2005, 
formed to deal with the large 
number of collisions in the 
municipality—NOTL was 
considered a hot spot in 


Niagara, and Niagara Region 
a hot spot in Canada. 

But although many safety 
measures and public educa¬ 
tion undertaken since then 
seemed to be having a posi¬ 
tive effect, town council 
asked for a comprehensive 
rural road study to see if 
there was perhaps more that 
could be done.

Council might 
rethink air¬ 
port decision 

As a previous manager at 
Niagara District Airport, as a 
former civil aviation inspector 
responsible for drafting, inter¬ 
preting, implementing and 
assessing Canadian Aviation 
Regulations (CARsj and as a 
friend of the airport, I was 
startled by some of the infor¬ 
mation I am hearing. 

Let's clarify the facts. On 
the land transfer and title 
agreements signed at the time 
the airport was devolved to 
municipal ownership, the 


Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is the only municipality men¬ 
tioned. The Town is, there¬ 
fore, the sole owner of the air¬ 
port. Period. 

The regional and provin¬ 
cial Governments briefly 
revisited the ownership issue 
during the application process 
for federal and provincial 
infrastructure funding. Same 
conclusion. By virtue of the 
Municipalities Agreement 
bylaw passed by the Councils 
of St Catharines, Niagara 
Falls, Niagara-on-the-Lake 
and Thorold, in return for 
funding support to the airport, 
each municipality has a claim 
on the assets at the airport, 
but only when the airport 
ceases operations, is decerti¬ 
fied, the assets sold and the 
land environmentally remedi¬ 
ated. Period. That is not 
ownership. 

Also by virtue of the 
Municipalities Agreement, 
each municipality (Thorold 
has withdrawn) appoints at 
least one councillor to the 
Airport Commission. The 
responsibility of these publicly 


accountable commissioners is 
to participate in the gover¬ 
nance of the airport and, most 
importantly, be the two-way 
communications link 
between his/her council and 
the airport A communica¬ 
tions gap is the problem if any 
council feels it is not informed 
or needs to communicate a 
message to the commission at 
the 11th hour. There were no 
"11th hours” during my ten¬ 
ure as manager. 

And finally, the municipal¬ 
ities agreement empowers the 
commission to conduct the 
business of running the air¬ 
port with only one exception. 
It cannot acquire or dispose of 
land at the airport without 
municipal approval. The only 
time this provision required 
attention was prior to the 
acquisition of a 1.5 hectare 
parcel of property along the 
southern boundary of the air¬ 
port prior to the infrastructure 
project begun in 2010. The 
property beneath any hangar, 
building or fuel farm remains 
in the hands of the Town of 
NOTL no matter what is con¬ 


structed on it or who owns it 
Two conclusions that must be 
drawn are that the commis¬ 
sion has acted correctly to this 
point and that councils have 
decided they want to partici¬ 
pate in the management of 
the airport to a greater degree 
than it has in the past. 

Now let’s address aviation 
safety. There seems to have 
been no discussion of how 
changes in the Municipalities 
Agreement would impact or 
improve aviation safety at the 
airport The concepts of 
“safety management system 
(SMS)" "accountable execu¬ 
tive” and the CARS need to be 
examined. The "accountable 
executive” is, in Transport 
Canada parlance, the execu¬ 
tive with overriding financial 
authority for the airport, the 
senior person who “goes to 
jail” if the safety management 
system in place at the airport 
is not compliant or found, 
particularly after a safety 
occurrence, to have not been 
operated in accordance with 
the airport’s SMS documenta¬ 
tion. While the SMS process¬ 


es and procedures were being 
developed at Niagara District 
Airport, Transport Canada 
examined the Municipalities 
Agreement and agreed with 
me that the Chair of the 
Airport Commission had suf¬ 
ficient financial authority to 
be the accountable executive. 
The current Commission 
Chair has signed a document 
recognizing his SMS responsi¬ 
bilities.

I don’t always get it 
right, but I try to keep it in 
mind that for an apology 
to ring true it cannot he 
conditional. 

A good apology clearly 
states the wrong commit¬ 
ted, and assures the 
person(s) hurt that pre¬ 


ventive measures are 
being taken with regard to 
the future. 

This is how an apology 
includes elements of the 
past, present and future. 
It’s when we name the 
wrong, take responsibility 
for our own actions, and 
offer assurance for ftiture 
relationship. 

Until that happens I 
suspect the entertainment 
across the lake will con¬ 
tinue.

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Town budget shows increase 


The proposed 2013 
operating budget was 
approved in principal by 
councillors this week and 
will come back to council 
for approval Monday along 
with the 2013 proposed 
capital budget. 

The 2013 operating bud¬ 
get reflects a 1.87 per cent 
increase, or $140,751 over 
the 2012 approved general 
levy. The general levy for 
2012 was $7,525,362 and 
this year town staff is rec¬ 
ommending a tax-support¬ 
ed general levy of 
$7,666,113. 

But it's too soon to say 
how that increase will 
affect taxpayers, says 
Brenda Garrett, Town trea¬ 
surer-other factors, such 
as MPAC assessments, the 
regional tax levy and the 
education portion are still 
unknown. 

One of the challenges 
identified was the shortfall 
of provincial funding of 
108,000 funding from last 
year. Provincial funding 
for 2013 has been con¬ 
firmed at $873,800 and that 
means another shortfall of 
$204,800. 

Other challenges includ- 
edtown staff salary increas¬ 
es and the first full year of 
budgeting for transit. 

Lord Mayor David Eke 


said that public transit is 
something that will never 
generate income for the 
town. The public transit 
system has been budgeted 
for 2013 at $59,600. 

The solution to some of 
these challenges was the 
reduction of one position 
at the corporate services 
level. A budgeted but 
unfilled cashier position is 
no longer required due to 
the new customer service 
counter and the realign¬ 
ment of cashier duties. 
There has also been a 
reduction of overtime bud¬ 
gets and a line-by-line 
review of all accounts. 

Finance staff have ana¬ 
lyzed the 2012 operating 
budget and estimate a 
$250,000 surplus. That is a 
conservative estimate as 
not all final costs have been 
determined, the budget 
report said. 

Final approval of the 
operating budget, expected 
Monday, will set the 2013 
tax levy. 

Early approval of the 
budget allows staff to move 
ahead with projects and 
allows departments to 
begin tender proceedings, 
with better pricing often 
found when large projects 
are tendered early in the

not malignant melanoma at 
next week's InfoHealth ses¬ 
sion at the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library. 

"We're seeing more and 
more skin cancers diag¬ 
nosed," says Dr. Frendo.

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Solution found to mall traffic concerns 
just in time to call off 0MB hearing 


A redesign of 
Taylor Road 
gives White 
Oaks the room 
it needs to prevent 
traffic back-ups for 
hotel and spa guests

The traffic issue that could 
have created a nightmare for 
guests leaving a local hotel and 
fitness centre has been settled, 
with a compromise that seems 
to work for both sides. 

Ivanhoe Cambridge, devel¬ 
opers of the Glendale mega¬ 
mall, has reached an agree¬ 
ment with White Oaks 
Conference Resort and Spa on 
the design of Taylor Road to 
reduce the impact on the 
hotel's clients, especially as 
they leave the hotel's parking 
lot. 

Last June, Frank Rapiocco, 
development lawyer and White 
Oaks representative, attempt¬ 
ed to convince Ivanhoe to have 
another look at their traffic 
plan before going to the town 
for its planning approval, and 
that failing, to have the town 
defer their approval. But he 
was unsuccessful on both 
counts—Ivanhoe representa¬ 
tives were convinced they had 
a workable plan and any prob¬ 
lems with White Oaks traffic 
flow were internal, and the 
Town gave its approval, expect¬ 
ing the traffic plan to be 
approved by the region. 

Rapiocco says he had no 
choice at that point but to 


appeal to the Ontario Municipal 
Board—the adverse impact on 
White Oaks would be too great 
to ignore. With a hearing set to 
convene Tuesday, a compro¬ 
mise was reached Friday that 
ends the appeal and allows the 
mall to move forward. 

Ivanhoe's plan was, and still 
is, to widen Taylor Road to six 
lanes, with a two-lane left turn 
lane for cars coming from 
Glendale into the mall's pri¬ 
mary entrance across from the 
main entrance to the White 
Oaks parking lot. 

That would mean lengthy 
waits for drivers, especially 
when exiting White Oaks, as 
they waited for a green light, 
and no room for cars to queue, 
impeding traffic flow through 
the parking lot, said Rapiocco. 

The problem the intersec¬ 
tion would create for White 
Oaks was unacceptable, he 
said, so the hotel's team of 
experts went to work on an 
alternative. 

The solution is a re-align- 
ment of Taylor Road 16.5 
metres to the west, with the 
same six lanes and two left turn 
lanes, but allowing traffic exit¬ 
ing White Oaks to queue on 
what will become regional 
road allowance. 

White Oaks' proposal had 
been for a road shift 23 metres 
west, but the current solution 
as proposed will work, said 
Rapiocco. 

The cost of the realignment 
will be paid by Ivanhoe, which 
had already budgeted $7 mil¬ 
lion for road changes and 
improvements. 

The 720,000-square-foot 
mega-mall project in Niagara- 
on-the-Green comes with the 
prospect of 1,000 construction

jobs. It's expected to support 
1,500 full- and part-time jobs 
once the $150-million project 
is finished. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke has 
been solidly behind the mall 
development, doing what he 
could to move the project for¬ 
ward at the municipal level so 
that the OMB hearing would 
not stall the anticipated May, 
2014 opening. 

"This is probably the biggest 
thing that has happened to the 
region since I don't know 
when, in at least the last decade 
or more," said Eke. 

Both the regional buses and 
the town's fledgling bus ser¬ 
vice could see the mall become 
a transportation hub for trans¬ 
fers, for employees and for 
those wanting to visit other 
municipalities in the region, 
said Eke. 

"For a number of reasons, 
this is good news for Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and for the region. 
It's providing another destina¬ 
tion we can all share. And these 
people (Ivanhoe Cambridge) 
are big players.

Film Series at the Shaw enjoyed by the community

Last weekend marked 
the start to the eighth sea¬ 
son of the very popular 
Shaw Festival Film Series. 

Feature films will be 
shown each Saturday on a 
big screen at the Festival 
Theatre at 3 p.m., until Feb. 

The series will be accom¬ 
panied by a six-film docu¬ 
mentary series, which will 
begin Jan. 4 at 5:30 p.m., 
with The Queens of 
Versailles, a documentary 
by Lauren Greenfield. 

New this year is 
Gatherings Niagara’s Lunch 
Market at the Saturday Film 
Series, featuring local food 
trucks and vendors includ¬ 
ing El Gastronomo 
Vagbundo and the Tide & 
Vine Oyster Company, 
beginning at 1:30 p.m. 

The film series is pre¬ 
sented by the Shaw Festival 
in association with Film 
Circuit, a division of the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival Group. 

In 2011, the presenta¬ 
tion of Tinker, Tailor, 
Soldier, Spy was Film 
Circuit’s top-grossing sin¬ 
gle-booking film, with the 
Festival Theatre filled to 
capacity. 

Films include: Dec. 8, 
The Intouchables; Dec. 15, 
Bernie; Dec. 22, W.E.; Dec. 
29, Salmon Fishing in the 
Yemen; Jan. 5, Where do we 
go now?; Jan. 12, The 
Sessions; Jan. 19, Argo; Jan. 
26, Robot & Frank; Feb. 2 
Monsieur Lazhar, Feb. 9, 
Anna Karenina; and Feb. 
16, Silver Linings Playbook. 

The Feb. 23 film has not 
yet been announced. 

The film series is com¬ 
plemented by documenta¬ 
ries that will be shown on 
Fridays at 5:30 p.m. The 
first documentary will be 
screened on Jan. 4, The 
Queen of Versailles. Jan. 11 
will be Searching for Sugar 
Man; Jan. 18, The Imposter; 
Feb. 1, Diana Vreeland: The 


Eye has to Travel; Feb. 8, 
Chasing Ice; and Feb. 15 
will be Under African 
Skies. 

The idea for the film 
series came from Stephen 
Levy, who moved here 13 
years ago. He’s an actor, 
producer and film buff who 
said he loves film. 

“I wanted to see if I could 
use the little theatre and I 
came up with the idea of 
showing the kinds of films 
you couldn’t see here. I like 
more independent films,” 
he said. 

He thought the biggest 
issue would be access to 
the films. He approached 
the TIFF with the idea and 
at that time they were just 
starting up a program to 
offer this type of screening 
in smaller communities. 

He met with Carol 
Walker andtheyapproached 
The Shaw with their idea. 

"We went to The Shaw 
about 10 years ago and they 


said no. We went back after 
two years and they said 
they’d consider it.” 

They were permitted to 
start the Film Series in the 
winter months, while the 
theatre wasn’t being used. 
Levy realized that the small 
theatre couldn’t be used 
due to lack of heat, so it was 
moved to the big theatre. 
Another challenge was pur¬ 
chasing the 33 mm projec¬ 
tor, screen and sound sys¬ 
tem for $80,000, which Levy 
said was paid off after the 
first year. 

“The film series has 
been appealing the whole 
time. I didn’t realize so 
many people here would 
enjoy those types of films,” 

He chooses all the films 
himself. 

“I love going to films. I 
lived in Hollywood for 30 
years. I know people in the 
business and I see hun¬ 
dreds of films a year,” he 


“It’s been very reward¬ 
ing and this has become 
more of a community thing. 
People come early, have a 
bite to eat and something 
to drink and visit with 
friends and neighbours. It 
has a very interesting 
appeal because you’re sit¬ 
ting in a theatre with friends 
instead of a theatre with 
strangers." 

Tickets are $11 per film. 
A 13-film Festival Film Pass 
is available for $120, a nine- 
film Stocking Stuffer is 
available for films showing 
after Dec. 25 for $90, and a 
Documentary Pass is avail¬ 
able for $60.
